“In some of their new passenger 
cars, the manufacturers will be using 
all-new types of chassis structural 
components and A. O. Smith expects to 
be an important supplier of these 
products as well,” he continued.

Student loan 
“refund policy 


The refund policy ap- 
plicable to recipients of 
federally guaranteed student 
loans at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville 
has been abolished by the 
SIU Board of Trustees. 

Recipients of such loans 
will be subject to the general 
university refund policy in 
the future. 

University officers ex- 
plained that the policy which 
was abolished was 
established by board action 
in 1976 to comply with 
regulations governing the 
federally guaranteed student 
loan program. 

Because of recent changes 
in regulations, a specific 
refund policy is no longer 
required, and application of 
the institution’s general 
refund policy is acceptable 

Officers said abolition of 
the policy will simplify the 
administration of student 
assistance programs, 
particularly in the case of

Presentation of an 
honorary degree and three 
distinguished service 
awards to four residents of 
the region at the June 6 
commencement of Southern 
Illinois University at 
Edwadsville has been 
authorized by the SIU Board 
of Trustees. The honors were 
recommended by the 
University Committee for 
Honorary Degrees and 
Distinguished Service 
awards and the acting 
president of the university 

Those to be honored are: 

John F. McDermott of St. 
Louis — honorary degree of 
doctor of humane letters. 

Olin W. Stratton of 
Highland and a Centralia 
couple, J. Faye Wham and 
John Page Wham — 
distinguished service 
awards. 

McDermott, emeritus 
professor at SIUE and the 
first research professor of 
humanities at the unviersity, 
is an expert in the history of 
French and Spanish settlers 
in Colonial America. 

A descendant of St. Louis 
founder Pierre Laclede, he 
has received many awards 
from the French and Spanish 
governments, as well as 
organizations and 
associations whose areas of 
interest have been affected 
by his discoveries and in- 
sights. 

According to the recom- 
mendation of the University 
Committee, “McDermott is 
the single most productive 
scholar in the field of 
Mississippi Valley culture 
and history.” 

Stratton, superintendent of 
Highland Community 
Schools since 1958 and 
currently president of the 
American Association of 
School Administrators, has 
served numerous local, state 
and national organizations 

leader in primary and 
secondary public education. 
He has been appointed by 
governors of both political 
parties to task forces on 
education for Illinois. In

Too much ‘assistance’ 
on trash specifications? 


Attempts to rebid the garbage and 
trash collection package for Granite 
City became more complicated 
Tuesday night as Alderman Paul Ray 
Bowler, chairman of the council's 
finance committee, alleged one party 
appears to be attempting to urge the 
council to prepare the bid specifications 
in a way which would nearly eliminate 
all other bidders from competing for 
the contract 

‘The current trash contract expires in 
July and the city engineering depart- 
ment is preparing specifications for 
bidding next month. 

Ina prepared statement, Bowler told 
the aldermen that ‘“‘mysterously,”” a 
blank contract was sent by an 
unidentified source to the city’s sewage 
treatment plant. He said it read “‘as 
though Granite City was writing a 
contract only for sludge removal (from 
the treatment plant).” 

He contended the five-page sludge 
removal contract proposal is thicker 
than the current city contract with the 
Milam East Division of SCA Services 
for trash collection and sludge removal 

Bowler contended that the terms of 
the blank contract seem to favor one 
potential bidder and stated, “It is 
surprising that these specifications 
have been issued by a company that 
wants to receive said contract. It is also 
quite surprising that this list of 
Specifications is to the company’s 
benefit and not the city’s. The very 
existence of such a prototype is a 
surprise in itself.” 

He continued, “This entire document 
defies description. This list of terms 
and conditions is subject to abuse, and 
it is obviously to one company’s ad 


manager. His dedication and expertise 
will be missed.”

‘The alderman also noted that the 
blank contract requires that the suc 
cessful bidder dump trash and sludge in 
a Madison County dump and said, 
““Phis excludes someone who dumps in 
St. Clair County. It may be that we 
could save money by dumping in St 
Clair.” 

He also said the proposed contract 
gives a successful bidder the right to 
increase fees with cost-of-living trends 
and increased costs. Bowler contended, 
“we should recommend a flat rate of 
increase, not have them tell us what the 
increases will be

Kennedy seeking 
jail as ‘historic’

The name of the game for 
Sen. Edward Kennedy’s 
Illinois supporters is not so 
much “winning or losing” as 
it’ is “perceptions and ex- 
pectations.”” 

The question is whether 
Kennedy has to win Illinois’ 
March 18 primary to keep his 
presidential campaign alive 
or if a respectably close 
showing will suffice to 
sustain momentum. 

The answer depends on 
national perceptions of the 
Massachusetts senator and 
President Carter and the 
vote-drawing expectations 
after the first rounds of 
primaries in New England 
and the South, according to 
Terry Michael, Kennedy’s 
Illinois campaign 
spokesman. 

There is no doubt of the 
importance to both Kennedy 
and Carter of the Illinois 
primary. The seventh in the 
string of 35 presidential 
primaries nationally. 

Illinois is the first primary 
in a major industrial state, 
with a big bloc of delegates 
(the fourth largest state 
delegation to the Democratic 
National Convention), that is 
being held outside the 
backyard of either Kennedy 
or Carter, 

The scorecard in Illinois 
will be marked in two ways 
— in the selection of 179 
Democratic delegates and in 
the slate’s ‘‘beauty contest,’’ 
a non-binding presidential 
preference vote. 

But what would be chalked 
upas a “victory” or a 
is in doubt. 

Although Kennedy finished 
second to Carter in the 
recent Maine Democratic 
precinct caucuses, the 
senator's ex-supporters were 
able to claim a sort of victory 
because’he did better than 
the polls showed he would. 

Similarly, if the Illinois 
primary were held in mid- 
February and Kennedy 
finished a close second, the 
senator could claim a victory 
because the polls now show 
him far behind Carter in 
Illinois. 

What will be expected of 
Kennedy in Illinois March 18 
will be shaped by what 
befalls the senator in the 
primaries Feb. 26 in New 
Hampshire, March 4 in his 
homestate and Vermont, 
March 11 in Alabama and 

‘Florida and March 16 in 
Puerto Rico. 

“Tf he is not perceived to 
have done well in the East, 
then people might look upon 
it (the Illinois primary) as 
nearly his last chance to 
build momentum,” Michael 
said. 

If Kennedy does better 
than expected in New 
England and holds his own in 
those first Southern 
primaries, a close second 
could be good enough in 
Illinois because his sup- 
porters realize he needs time 
to build after his loss to- 
Carter in the Iowa caucuses, 
Michael said. 

It is clear — even before 
the first six primaries — that 
‘Kennedy cannot afford to 
take a drubbing from Carter 
in Illinois. 

If he were soundly beaten 
in Illinois, it would be dif- 
ficult to continue the 
momentum and rebuild a 
second time,” Michael said. 

The Illinois Kennedy, 

supporters still are shooting 
for a clear-cut victory and 
not just a close second, but 
Michael concedes he is glad 
the primary is still 26 days 
away. 
« Michael said there is no 
doubt Kennedy would have 
lost Illinois if the Prarire 
State’s primary had been 
held in the wake of the Iowa 
caucus. 

“But I think we are much 
closer now,” he said. 

“IT would not predict that 
he would win if it were held 
here today, but I feel con- 
fident the gap is closing.’”’ 

Michael said the campaign 
is two-fold — an effort by 
Kennedy to change the 
national perception of Carter 
by criticizing him on both 
foreign and domestic affairs,

Kennedy has made four 
trips to. [linois so far in this 
campaign, and Michael is 
hopeful the senator will be 
spending ‘‘quite a few days” 
in Illinois between March 1 
and March 18. 

Having a visible candidate 
is a must if the Kennedy 
““comeback’’ is to continue, 
Michael said. 

He believes Kennedy must 
be seen often in Illinois. 

And Kennedy's absence 
from the Illinois campaign 
trail would be hard to ex- 
plain, since he continues to 
fault. the president for 
conducting a campaign from

State OKs overpass funding plan

The Illinois Department of 
Transportation has given its 
approval to plans by Granite 
City to use motor fuel taxes 
to repay $800,000 in general 
obligation bonds which will 
be sold to complete the 
financing of a $5.9 million 
overpass on 19th Street 
between West Granite City 
and the downtown area, the 
Granite City’ Council was 
informed Tuesday night 

In order to secure the 
general obligation bonds, 
ordinances will have to be 
written holding homeowners 
responsible for repaying the 
bonds, but the city will agree 
to make the annual 
payments from motor fuel 
tax funds so that taxes will 
not be extended against 
homeowners. 

A letter was read. from 
John F. Kusior, district 
engineer of local roads and 
streets for the Illinois 
Department of Tran- 
sportation, in which he in- 
forms City Attorney Lance 
Callis that funding. the 
project is an eligible use for 
motor fuel tax funds. 

“All phases of the project 
were in accord with the 
department’s policies and 
procedures and the project is 
presently eligible for use of 
motor fuel tax funds to retire 
any municipal in- 
debtedness,’’ Kusior said in 
the document. 

The letter noted that the 
first step is the passing of a 
resolution of intent to use. 
motor fuel taxes to help 
finance an overpass. The 
council unanimously agreed 
to have Callis prepare such a 
resolution for approval at the 
council meeting next week 

Guidelines Kusior at- 
tached to his letter indicate 
the bonds must be secured 
real estate taxes. 
«"Although it may be the 
intent to retire the principal 
and interest with motor fuel 
tax funds, it is necessary 
that provisions be made for 
the.retirement of the bonds 
by a direct tax levy against 
all taxable property. 

“There have been cases 
where this was not done and 
the procedure was declared 
unconstitutional. The reason 
for this is very evident, due 
to the fact, although the 
chances may be rather 
remote, that the legislature 
might rescind the motor fuel 
tax law,” according to the 
guidelines. 

Callis told the Press- 
Record, ‘We will have to do 
it that way, but the aldermen 


will be bound for many 
years, by contract, to pay the 
principal and interest from 
motor fuel tax funds. They 
have to do it. If they failed, 
the homeowners could file a 
class action suit and the city 
would probably have to 
make a double payment the 
following year.”’

taxing property to repay the 
bonds,’’ Callis predicted 
“would be if the state e 
stopped the motor fuel 

Callis noted the guide 
supplied by Kusior also 
require that the bonds be 
sold only by a_ public 
referendum, but the city 
attorney contended, ‘That 
does not apply to home-rule 
cities such as Granite City.” 

He predicted the city will 
have no problems selling the 
$800,000 in bonds, but will 
probably have to pay seven

““When we have the money 
in the escrow account, and 
the bank certifies the 
amount in the account, we 
will inform Madison County 
Clerk Evelyn Bowles, by 
resolution, that the money is 
there and she will simply not 
extend the tax that year,” 
Callis said. 

“This means we will have 
to have the full year’s 
payments ready by each 
Jan. 15, operating almost a 
full year in advance. But we 
will have about one year to 
get the money together 
before the first payment, so

Callis was unable to attend

Risking the wrath of 
preservationists, the 
Madison County Board voted 
Wednesday to oppose 
nomination of the front 
section of the old county jail 
to the National Register of 
Historic Places. 

The board cited money, 
not a disdain for preser- 
vation, as its motive. 

Several persons involved 
in nomination of the original 
section of the jail—including 
the sheriff's quarters and a 
small area of cell blocks— 
‘appeared undaunted by the 
board’s action. 

Elaine Burris, — co- 
chairman of the Concened 
Citizens for the Sheriff's 
Residence and a member of 
the Edwardsville Historic 
Preservation Commission, 
said later it was obvious 
from the discussion on the 
board floor Wednesday that 
the county lacks crucial 
information on the National 
Register of Historic Places. 

She ‘said her group will 
meet with various members 
of the county board prior to a 
hearing March 14 in 
Springfield before the 
Illinois Historic Sites 
Advisory Council 

At that hearing the old jail 
will be nominated for the 
Register. 

Whether or not the Con- 
cerned Citizens can sway the 
board members in the 
meantime, the fact is that 
the board doesn’t meet again 
before March 14, Thus, the 
board's official position will 
be that of opposition to the 
project 

During a lengthy 
discussion Wednesday, 

eral board members said 


that if the county backed the 
project it would not be able 
to tear down the jail, but 
would be stuck with the costs 
of preserving it. 

Pauline Meyer, a Con- 
cerned Citizen, said this isn t 
how the National Register 
works. The building could be, 
torn down, she said. 

It also could be sold by the. 
county, she added. “If you 
have property on the 
National Register, this- in- 
creases its value.” 

She also said the board 
was wrong in suggesting that 
the building would collapse if 
the additions at the back are 
torn down. 

The preservationists say 
they aren’t the least in- 
terested in those additions 
and wouldn’t oppose their 
demolition. 

In the board meeting, 
Member Louis Whitsell said 
he could not see how the back 
portion could be torn down 
without spending money. 

County Board Chairman 
Nelson Hagnauer, who ac- 
cidentally referred to: the 
building as - ‘‘prehistoric,”” 
had said demolition of the 
additions might bring the 
front section down, too. 

“If it is a historic building, 
put it up for sale and let 
people buy chunks of it,” 
Frank Vivod of Collinsville 
suggested.

Homestead 
exemptions 
for elderly 


(Office of 
lieutenant governor) 

Q. What is a Homestead 
Exemption? 

A. A reduction in assessed 
valuation for all senior 
citizens on the home in which 
they are living, regardless of 
their income. 

Q. Who can qualify? 

A. Property owners who 
live in their own home and 
who are 65 or older on or 
before Jan. 1, 1980. 

Q. Can disabled people 
qualify for the Homestead 
Exemption? 

A. Not unless they are 65 or 
older 

Q. How do I go about 
signing up for the 
Homestead Exemption? 

A. You must go to your 
local tax assessor’s office 
with the following in- 
formation 

a. Proof of age (could be a 
birth certificate or a 
medicare claim number). 

b. Copy of title. 

c. Latest real estate bill or 
tax index number. 

Q. How much is the tax 
deduction? 

A. It is $1,500 on the 
assessed value of your home. 

Q. Do you need to sign up 
each year? 

A. The first year you are 
eligible, you need to sign up 
at the assessor's office. 
From then on the assessor 
will contact you with a 
renewal application, 

However, be alert -to the 
fact an oversight could be 
made, and you may need 'to 
contact him if you don’t 
receive an application.

GC crimes climb 9%

Major crimes in Granite 
City were“up nine percent 
during January, as com- 
pared to January 1979, ac- 
cording to a monthly report 
by the police department. 

A’ major factor in the in- 
crease in crime last month 
‘was, auto burglary cases; 55 
cases were reported, up 96 
percent from the 28 cases in 
January 1979, The only other 
category showing an in- 
crease was larceny, up 10 
percent from 60 to 66 cases in 
the same period. 

Decreases were shown sin 
homicide, down from one in 
January 1979 to zero last 
month; assault, down °35 

‘percent from 20 cases to 13 
last month, burglary, down 
24 percent, from 37 cases in 

* January 1979 to 28 cases last 
month; and auto theft, down 
Seven percent, from 14 to 13. 

Remaining the same were 
rape and robbery, with one 
ease each in January 1979 
and in January 1980. 

Arrests cleared 123 cases 
(other than traffic) last 
month, up 10 percent from 
112 cases cleared by arrest in 
January 1979. However, the 
number of major cases 
cleared by arrest was down 
two percent, from 44 to 43, 
during the same period.

Including traffic arrests, 
the number of charges filed 
by the Granite City police 
was 57 percent higher in 
January 1980, with 54% 
charges, than in the same 
month of last year with 344 
charges. 

The actual: number of 
arrests was up by about the 
same percentage th 483 
persons arrested last month, 
as compared to 309 one year 
earlier. 

Traffic arrests were up 110 
percent, from 185 in January 
1979 to 389 last month, ac- 
cording to the report. 

The numbers of auto ac- 
cidents and injury accidents 
were lower in January than 
the same month in the 
previous year, possibly 
because of milder weather 
and less snow and ice on the 
roads, but there were two 
persons killed in one ac- 
cident last month, compared 
to no deaths in January 1979. 

Injury accidents dropped 
58 percent, from 43 in 
January 1979 to 18 last 
month, and the number of 
persons injured dropped 62 
percent, from 61 to 23 in the 
same two months. Property 
damage accidents declined 
64 percent, from 261 to 93 in 
the same period. 

Overall, there were 112 
accidents in the city limits 
during last month, a 63 
percent drop from the 304 in 
the same month of last year. 
The police answered 1,386 
complaints during January 
1980, according to the report.

Advanced courses 
in adult education 


Authorization for Southern 
Illinois University at 
Edwardsville to offer a 
major in adult and con- 
tinuing education, leading to 
a master of science degree in 
education, has been granted 
by the SIU Board of 
Trustees, subject to ap- 
proval by the Illinois Board 
of Higher Education. 

According to spokesmen 
for the SIUE School of 
Education, the major would 
prepare adult educators for 
instructional and ad- 
ministrative roles in public 
and private agencies. 

Dean Don Carver of the 
School of Education com- 
mented that there is ‘ta new 
awareness of the needs of the 
adult learner,” resulting in 
“an expansion of programs 
and services for adults.”’ 

He said, “Programs for 
the aged, correctional 
education, women’s studies, 
and weekend colleges, to 
name just a few activities, 
have become more 
numerous. These trends 
suggest the need for the 
university to examine the 
various roles it can play in 
continuing education. 

“One such role is to 
prepare professionals who 
will be increasingly needed 
to staff educational 
programs for adults. 

“There is ample evidence 
to suggest that the quality of 
adult and continuing 
education” programs is 
directly related to the skills 
and training of the in- 
dividuals involved. 


“The proposed major 
would prepare adult 
education personnel for 
needed instructional and 
leadership roles in adult 
basic education, public and 
private school adult 
education and community 
college, four-year institution 
and community agency 
continuing education 
programs.”’

To the Editor: 

As a lawyer I am con- 
cerned about the poor trial 
performance of the state’s 
attorney’s office. But rather 
than rely on my personal 
evaluation alone, I decided 
to examine the Appellate 
Court’s decisions in appeals 
from convictions in Madison 
County. “ 

It is not surprising that 
many appeals are taken. 
Whether there is a far- 
fetched argument or a solid 
basis, an appeal is likely to 
follow in many criminal 
cas The appropriate 
measure is the number of 
convictions reversed By the 
Appellate Court. 

A person would not be 
surprised to find one case 
reversed in a year’s time. If 
there were even two, it is 
very possible that there is a 
valid explanation. 

However, on finding the 
third and fourth, I knew my 
personal opinion was 
justified. On finding the fifth 
and sixth, I knew there could 
be no dispute. By the time I 
finished si i the 
decis 
shocked at the total. 

The Appellate Court may 
reverse a conviction and 
order a new trial when the 
state makes mistakes so bad 
that they constitute a denial 
of the constitutional right to 
due process of law. 

Even though a judge and 
jury found guilt beyond a 
reasonable doubt, the state is 
required to start over and, 
hopefully, do it correctly on 
the second try. 

Of the Madison County 
cases decided by the 
Appellate Court in 1979, 
there were nine which were 
reversed and remanded for 
new trials. In this group 
there are cases where the 
charge was armed robbery, 
attempted murder, rape and 
reckless homicide. 

Even worse are the cases 
which are reversed outright 
No retrial is permitted in 
these cases. 

Again limited to just 1979, 
six cases were reversed 
outright. Included are 


delivery or possession of 
marijuana with intent to 
deliver, gambling and 
reckless homicide. In 
another, a murder con- 
viction was reversed but 
voluntary manslaughter was 
affirmed. 

Moreover, I have personal 
knowledge of a burglary 
conviction reversed by 
administrative order of the 
Appellate Court, which does 
not appear in the official 
reports I examined. 

There is no way I could 
determine the number of 
additional cases reversed or 
remanded by this procedure. 

Lastly, in two decisions 
involving related cases, the 
Appellate Court was forced 
to reduce sentences imposed 
for rape and deviate sexual 
assault because of error 
committed by the 
prosecution. 

I feel this record is 
atrocious. It is proof to me 
that the state's attorney is 
not training and supervising 
his staff to prevent such 
grave mistakes from hap- 
pening over and over 

Some of these 
volve the formal 
itself, which our 
attorney personally signs 
and files with the court. His 
own work needs to be im- 
proved 

Yet, this is the 
claims is the best

These are the most recent 
results of two terms in office 
which he claims justify his 
re-election for a third term 
The facts show just the 
opposite.

Says oral interviews downgrade 
applicants lacking political clout 


To the Editor: 

Along with a previous 
Forum letter by me 
regarding my efforts to 
become a Granite City police 
officer, I wrote to USS. 
Senator Charles H. Percy of 
Illinois. 

He contacted the Granite 
City Board of Fire and Police 
Commissioners and fur- 
nished me with the reply he 
received from Chairman 
Elmer F. Miller, for Mr. 
Miller, Norbert Sudholt and 
Weldon Burch. z 

Below are the board’s 
letter to Sen. Percy and the 
new letter I have sent to the 
senator

Dear Sénator Percy: 

This is in response to your 
inquiry concerning the 
complaint of Robert Lee 
Chinn II concerning his 
ranking among applicants 
for the Granite City Police 
Department. 

I was aware of Mr. Chinn's 
complaint as I spoke to him 
at length about the standards 
for ranking candidates for 
the department. I was aware 
of the letter, as he sent it to 
the newspaper which 
published it in the letters to 
the editor column 

As you know, the ranking 
is composed of the results of 
a written test, an agility test 
and an oral interview. 

The written test and the 
interview are conducted by 
the three fire and police 
commissioners with the 
assistance of the police chief. 
The agility test is ad 
ministered by a_ state 
qualified athletic instructor. 

The goal is to obtain the 
best available probationary 
police patrolman, 

Mr. Chinn did well on the 
written test but not on the 
oral interview. The attitude 
expressed in his letter is 
consistent with the 
evaluation of the in 
terviewers, and is not 
compatible with the type, of 
demands a law enforcement 
officer must handle. 

The commissioners agree 
that education is an im- 
portant element of 
professionalism, but it is not 
the only element 

Mr. Chinn is a young man. 
His practical experience is 
very limited 

We urge him to continue 
studying to improve himself 
and to. re-apply for the 


department if he wishes to 
pursure a career in law 
enforcement. 

Mr. Chinn expressed his 
opinion that no one should be 
permitted to take the test 
unless the applicant had 30 
hours of. credits in law en- 
forcement. I disagree and so 
informed him. 

Apparently 
concerning our policy of 
permitting all who meet 
statutory standards to take 
the test has aroused Mr. 

ire. I, regret his 
isfaction, but will not 
change the policy 

By the way, the applicant 
who has a relative on the 
department had a higher test 
score than did Mr. Chinn. 

I object to the innuendoes 
and insinuations contained in 
Mr. Chinn’s letter. I can 
assure you that there is no 
truth in his accusations. 

We are proud of the 
Granite City Police 
Department and will exert 
every effort to maintain the

Dear Senator Percy: 

I want to thank you for 
inquiring into the hiring of 
the Granite ‘City Police 
Department. I’m glad to 
know that we, the people of 
Illinois, have a senator who 
hasn't forgotten the people 
who put him in office. 

As for Mr. Miller's letter, 
there are a few things I 
would like to straighten out 
Mr. Miller said we talked at 
length about the standards 
for ranking candidates for 
the department 

I talked to Mr. Miller for 
less than five minutes and all 
he would say is I should talk 
tothe city attorney. I tried to 
talk to the police chief but I 
could not even get an ap 
pointment with him. 

What kind of a city do we 
have when the police chief's 


office is closed to the public.” 


I believe Granite City 
keeps its doors closed to 
people outside of the city so 
they can continue to hire 
only the people who will go 
along with their system 

The people of Granite City 
have the right to the best 
police protection they can 
receive. Anyone who is a 
United States citizen should 
be able to apply for a law 


enforcement job in Granite 
City as long as they have: 

(1) 32 hours of law eé' 
forcement schooling; (2) will 
be 21 years of age at the time 
of the appointment; and (3) 
will move into the city limits 
within 90 days of ap- 
pointment. 

These are a few changes I 
would like to see take place 
in Granite City’s hiring 
practices. ‘ 

I cannot see these changes 
taking place, though, as long 
as our present city leaders 
are in control. The present 
system favors them too 
much for any changes to be 
made. 

As for my, limited practical 
experience, I agree it is very 
limited but it’s a lot more 
than most of the other 
candidates have or than Mr. 
Miller, the man who is 
judging me, will ever have. 

At the present time, I am 
working on picking up as 
much practical experience’ 
as I can. 

The reason I did not do 
very well on my oral in 
terview is very simple: I did 
not know any of the so-called 
right answers to the 
questions théy asked, which 
were: 

Do you know any of the 
aldermen? Do you know any 
of the commissioners? 

Do you know the police 
chief? Have you talked to 
anyone about helping you get 
on the force? 

My answer to all of the 
above questions was ‘‘no.’” 

The only question I an- 
swered “yes” to is if I 
stopped a commissioner late 
at night for speeding, would I 
give him a ticket even if he 
told who he was and: what I 
could do with the ticket. That 
question I answered, ‘“‘yes, 
definitely.” 

Since my letter appeared 
in the paper I have been 
threatened that if I don’t 
watch my step I can be run 
out of Granite City as well as 
Madison County. 

This city and this county is 
my home and no one, no 
matter how powerful they. 
believe they are, can run me 
out of my home. 

Granite City canbe a great 
place to live and I intend to 
do everything I can to make 
it the best city in the United 
States.

As, with most politicians, 
those who propose HB 2768 
have announced one motive, 
but the real reasons are 
undelying and unspoken. 

If you readers have 
followed, even superficially, 
the trend in Illinois state law 
over the past 20 years, 
heavily the last 10, you will 
be quick: to note that big 
business has borne the brunt 
of increasingly heavy 
taxation and a violent thrust 
in the workmen's com- 
pensation area. No doubt this 
has pleased labor con- 
siderably and was 
engineered at their demand. 

The fact is, through this 
process we have created a 
business climate’in the state 
of Illinois which is driving 
big business organizations 
from our state like rats from 
a sinking ship. 

Example: The A. O. Smith 
Corporation needed to ex- 
pand. The most logical site 
for expansion was its 
Granite City plant. 

When the dust settled én 
that one, A. O. Smith opted to 
build a new plant in Ten- 
nessee, where the economic 
climate for business is much 
more favorable. 

Now, I don’t have a crystal 
ball, but I would bet you even 
money that within the next 
ten years, maybe five, the A. 
©. Smith plant of Granite 
City will close its doors and 
the functional operation will 
be transferred to the Ten- 
nessee site. 

The East St. Louis plight of 
big business withdrawals is 
well-known. 

Most people would lay that 
blame at the doorstep of the 
mayor of East St. Louis. But 
just like A. O. Smith, the real 
culprit is the state 
legislature. Ask Mayor 
Officer about that one. 

What Iam saying is simple 


enough. Lawmakers in this 
state have strangled big 
business so much in the past 
two decades, that they have 
made relocation high on the 
priority list of business 
options. 

Therefore, the currently 
proposed legislation is little 
more than a desperate at- 
tempt on the part of those 
same legislators to forcibly 
retain whatever businesses 
they can. 

I have no trouble un- 
destanding the logic of that 
thinking; what Itake to task 
is the short-sightedness of it. 

If the Employers 
Relocation Act is made law, 
no board of directors in its 
right mind would seriously 
consider investing its capital 
by locating in the state of 
Tllinois. 

You can translate that 
attitude into job shrinkage, 
without the benefit of a 
calculator. 

So, all you labor ad- 
vocates, before you go off 
half-cocked and lend your 
support to your bumbling 
banner-bearers who would 
sell you down the river with 
HB 2768, take time to think 
beyond their noses and 
measure the long-range 
impact of what they propose, 

The real secret to 
economic success is a 
delicate balance of 
legislation which would 
contribute to the overall 
growth of industry and 
business in this state, and the 
subsequent job opportunity 
which such growth would 
develop. HB 2768 won't 
accomplish that 

So, take a long, hard look 
at the imbalance which the 
proposed Employers 
Relocation Act would create: 

Then, exert the pressure 
on your local labor leader- 
ship and take the pain to 
avoid cutting off your nose to 
spite your face. HB 2768 is 
not in your best interest.

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Breakthroughs in horseradish production 


By JUDY TAPLIN 

Test tube horseradish is a 
reality, area farmers at- 
tending a vegetable growers’ 
school at the Holiday Inn of 
Collinsville were told. 

The.method through which 
horseradish can now be 
propagated from a test tube 
is nicknamed “‘T.C,”’ The 
initials stand for tissue 
culture. 

Martin Meyer — from the 
department of horticulture 
at the Univesity, of Mlinois 
and the person doing the test 
tube research — told the 
growers that the primary 
purpose of test tube hor- 
seradish is to produce a 
disease-free product. 

That was good news for 
American Bottoms farmers 
who are facing serious 


problems from brittle root . 


disease and a little foreign 
insect called the berris 
lepedii. 

Growers now plant side 
roots or ‘‘starts’” in the 
spring to produce their next 
crop. By fall, the “starts” 
have developed into mature 
roots. 

In tissue propagation, a 
leaf of the horseradish plant 
is used. A small piece only 
about one-third of an inch 
square is sterilized and 
dropped into a test tube (or 
jar) containing a nutrient 
solution. Roots and shoots’ 
develop. 

When the new young plant 
is several inches long, it is 
transplanted into a pot; 
when it is a little larger it is 
transplanted again, this time 
into the field. 

Chris Doll, area extension 


adviser, says enough test 
tube horseradish has been 
produced to enable a field 
trial in this area soon 

The “orchid people” have 
adopted this method of 
propagation already, ac- 
cording to Doll, with a 
resulting increase in 
production reaching into the 
millions. 

For horseradish growers, 
the new process is expected 
to bring 10-fold production 
increases, by a very con 
servative estimate 

Currently, one horseradish 
root can produce about five 
young roots. 

But one plant begun in the 
test tube can produce 
thousands of young roots in 
30 days 

Propagation by tissue 
culture is ‘‘one of the hottest 


horticultural subjects in the 
nation this year,”’ Doll says. 

The growers also heard a 
report last week on another 
breakthrough the 
propagation. of horseradish 
from seed. This ongoing 
research project is super- 
vised by A. M. Rhodes of the 
University of Tllinois hor 
ticulture department. 

Area growers say the two 
methods together, when 
perfected, will bring major 
changes in the horseradish 


industry. 
Brittle root disease and the 


berris lepedii were major 
topics at the school. Nobody 
as yet knows what causes 
brittle root, which begins 
with yellowing leaves and 
ends with a horseradish 
plant that has deteriorated to 
nothing. 


What area farmers do 
know is that the disease hit 
this area hard in 1953, 1975 
and 1979 

“We may not see it again 
for another five years,’’ Doll 
says. “But in 1979, it was in 
every field.” 

The University of Illinois 
has’ launched what Doll 
describes as a_ priority 
program to find the cause of 
brittle root within the next 
year. 

The insect berris lepedii 
was present in area fields 
last yeas but did not do the 
extensive damage seen in 
some other years 

The University of Illinois is 
attempting to obtain 
clearance from the U.S. 
Environmental — Protection 
Agency to allow Illinois 
farmers to use a new 
pesticide for control of the 
insect

Marathon: A grueling race

ST. LOUIS —. .. No other 
sporting event has so cap- 
tured the heart and soul of 
today’s runner than the 
marathon. A grueling 26 
mile, 385 yard test ~ of 
physical. endurance and 
mental determination, it is 
the ultimate prize - the 
crowning lurel wreath. 

There are many reasons 
why the marathon has taken 
on such significance. One is 
its origin. In 490 BC, the 
Persian despot Darius or- 
dered his armies to ‘‘enslave 
Athens and Eretia’ and 
bring the slaves into his 
presence, The~ armies 
clashed on the plains of 
Marathon - northeast of 
Athens, and the Greeks 
emerged victorious. 

To speed the news of the 
victory, the Greeks 
dispatched their finest 
runner, Pheidippides, who 
ran to Athens, a distance of 
22 niiles, 1470 yards, an- 
nounced the news of the 


victory, then collapsed and 
died. 

Pheidippides’ sacrifice is 
seen today as a tribute to a 
Greek culture which 
celebrated the union of body 
and mind as a form of art. 
This philosophy is the basis 
for the Olympic Games. 

But most runners will 
point to more. personal 
reasons for their par- 
ticipation in a marathon. 
Some say it’s for the pure 
enjoyment of running. This 
may seem contradictory to a 
non-runner who sees only the 
pain and fatigue on a’ par- 
ticipant’s face. Yet long- 
distance runners often speak 
of a psychological-physical 
state of well being that they 
derive from running in a 
marathon. It’s a kind of 
natural high. 

Another reason cited is the 
chance for fellowship with 
other runners. Marathons 
attract people from all walks 
of life - every one different, 
but all sharing a common 
goal. Many lifelong friend- 


ships have developed among 
long-distance runners as a 
result of this fellowship 

One of the most frequently 
given reasons for running in 
a marathon is the challenge 
of just completing the race 
The idea of competing 
against oneself and winning 
is very strong. 


Veteran marathon runners 
like the variable nature of 
the race. While the distance 
is always the same, each 
marathon will be different. 
‘The location can be hilly, by 
the sea, through historic 
streets or along country 
roads. The weather can be 
chilling and wet or muggy 
and humid. Each race is a 
challenge in itself. 


Doctors and psychologis 
often speak of the 
therapeutic nature of long 
distance running. They 
believe it to be a great tool in 
relieving the tension and 
stress of everyday living. 
And running is one of the 
best-known forms of exer- 


cise. Many doctors feel that 
when done in conjunction 
with a nutritious diet, long- 
distance running helps 
promote good health and 
physical fitness. 

Research is now being 
conducted to test the theory 
that this combination can 
help prevent heart and other 
related diseases. 


For all these reasons, 
runners continue to par- 
ticipate in marathons. Just 
as the ancient Greeks 
believed in promoting the 
natural union of body and 
mind, today’s runner sees 
the marathon as a positive 
approach to a healthier 
lifestyle.

How to become a member of 
Congress? 

Statistically, and practically, it is 
much simpler to win a Congressional 
lection if you already are a 
congressman—ready, willing and with 
a federally:paid staff to perform a 
variety of services for voters. 

The problem of running against an 
incumbent is compounded when 
campaigning against a nationally- 
known legislative leader like Melvin 
Price of this district. “You just can’t 
hardly get there from here,” as the 
‘saying goes, but would-be congressmen 
continue to try. 

Elected in the 23rd District every two 
years starting in November 1944, Cong. 
Price traditionally chalks up a land- 
slide victory, whether the balloting be 
the primary or the general election.

Nuclear power 
plant estimated 
cost is revised 


Illinois Power 
las week announced 
revisions in the Clinton 
nuclear power station Unit 1 
cost estimate aid the Unit 2 
construction schedule. 

The company’s new cost 
estimate for Unit 1 is ap- 
proximately $1,388,000,000 
for ‘the entire unit, an in- 
crease of $102 million from 
the previous estimate. 

The new estimate reflects 
expected increases in con- 
struction costs of $168 million 
offset by decreased interest 
costs of $66 million. Details of 
this new estimate will be 
available when the company 
files its Unit 1 cost estimate 
report with the Tlinois 
Commerce Conimission 
later this month. 

The factors contributing to 
iner construction cost 
have been inflation at higher 
levels than estimated; in- 
creased material quantity 
and manhou estim es 
resulting from completed 
design drawings; and in 
creased engineering costs 
and design changes due to 
regulatiory requirements. 

The decrease in interest 
cost reflects the effect of 
including $97 million of 
construction work — in 
progress in the company’s 
electric rate base, as 
authorized by the Ilinois 
Commerce Commission in 
the company’s last rate case 

In addition, interest costs 
to Illinois Power were 
reduced due to the purchase 
of 20 percent of Clinton Unit 1 
by two electric cooperative 
groups following the 
preparation of the com- 
pany’s previous estimate. 

Unit 2 previously was 
scheduled to be in service in 
1988. The company’s new 
electric load forecast  in- 
dicates that no additional 
generating capacity after 
Clinton Unit 1 will be needed 
until 1991 

It will not be necessary to 
make a decision for several 
years whether additional 
capacity will be Clinton Unit 
2 or a fossil fuel power 
generating unit, a 
spokesman said

Funding for the 
Cooperative Extension 
Service, for example, hinges 
ona te’s rural and farm 
population as determined by 
the census. 

Spending for the Headstart 
program depends on the 
number of children in 
families below the poverty 
line. 

More jobs, help for abused 
children, crime prevention 
assistance, extra reading 
teachers, federal highway 
funds — for these and many 
more federal programs, 
where the money is spent 
depends at least partially on 
what the 1980 census finds 

But census information 
does not cease being useful 
after the check is written. 
Local and state officials also 
rely heavily on census data 

vhen managing their

For instance, federally 
funded nutritional and social 


programs for the 

bring senior citizens 
together at least five days a 
week to share hot, nutritious 
meals and companionship in 
local halls, church 
basements and other 
meeting places.
